Carter wins St. Paul race, becomes first black mayor in the city’s history 


Frey is leading in Minneapolis, with incumbent Hodges trailing in third

Hodges’ record 
fails to capture 
1st-choice votes

Council Member Jacob Frey, 
who promised to be a cheer- 
leader for Minneapolis, jumped 
out to the lead Tuesday in the 
race for mayor, winning the 
most first-choice votes. 

But the final results are not 
yet certain; it may take a day 
or two for election workers to 
tally second- and third-choice 
votes. Turnout was the stron- 
gest in at least 25 years for a 
municipal election. 

Mayor Betsy Hodges, who 
has never lost an election, 
ranked third in the tally of first- 
choice votes. 

The mayoral race was 
dominated by calls for police 
accountability and for the city 
to narrow its racial economic 
disparities, address concerns 
about downtown safety and 
somehow make housing more 
affordable. Hodges argued the 
important work to solve these 
problems was underway. Her 
opponents, including Frey, 
state Rep. Raymond Dehn, 
Tom Hoch and Nekima Levy- 
Pounds, disagreed. 

Frey arrived at his election 
night party at a restaurant 
on University Avenue to an 
applauding crowd a half-hour 
after polls closed, and walked 
the room hugging support- 
ers. He said he was proud of 
his campaign, his wife and 
himself for working hard and 
for enduring political attacks 
along the way. 

He was criticized as “too 
young, too ambitious and 
not from here,” he said. He 
responded that he was 36 years 
old, that he moved to Minne- 
apolis because he loves it and

Tm thrilled. 
Pm elated. 
Pm humbled?

Melvin Carter will be the 
next mayor of St. Paul, scor- 
ing a definitive and unexpect- 
edly early win in what many 
had predicted would be a close 
race Tuesday night. 

Carter, who is black, will be 
the city’s first mayor of color. 
He secured the more than 50 
percent of votes needed to 
win the ranked-choice race in 
the first round of voting, and 
emerged from a fiercely com- 
petitive field of 10 candidates 
in the city’s first open mayor’s 
race in 12 years. 

“Pm thrilled. Pm elated. 
I’m humbled,” Carter, 38, told 
acrowd of more than 200 sup- 
porters Tuesday night. 

Carter, a former City 
Council member and execu- 
tive director of Gov. Mark 
Dayton’s Children’s Cabinet, 
campaigned on promises of 
reducing educational and 
employment disparities and 
improving police-community 
relations. He has beena strong 
proponent of denser develop- 
ment and transit. 

He celebrated the win at 
Union Depot in Lowertown, 
inaroom dedicated to the Red 
Caps, agroup of black baggage 
handlers. Carter’s grandfather 
was a Red Cap. 

Toni Carter, Melvin Carter’s 
mother and a Ramsey County 
commissioner, was in the 
crowd. She said her son was 
driven by an intense desire to 
get to know St. Paul and has an 
ability to help connect people. 

Carter started campaign- 
ing nearly a year before the 
other candidates, and said 
Tuesday night he spent that

Crime-reporting lapses a 
chronic military problem

WASHINGTON - The Pen- 
tagon has known for at least 
two decades about failures to 
give military criminal history 
information to the FBI, includ- 
ing the type of information the 
Air Force didn’t report about 
the Texas church gunman 
who had assaulted his wife 
and stepson while an airman. 

The Air Force lapse in the 
Devin Kelley case, which 


Pentagon’s inspector gen- 
eral, made it possible for him 
to buy guns before his attack 
Sunday at a church in Suther- 
land Springs, Texas. Twenty- 
six people were killed, includ- 
ing multiple members of some 
families. About 20 other peo- 
ple were wounded. 

New details emerged, mean- 
while, about his troubled Air 
Force career. In 2012, several 
months before his conviction 
in the domestic violence case, 
Kelley escaped from a civilian

The nonprofit museum 
rang up more than $400,000 
in brontosaurus apparel sales 
by late afternoon.
